The rejwrt this morning that Oerman'jr'Sad ca¬ 
pitulated was premature. The German envoys had 
not reached the Allies’ headquarters at that time, 
the meeting being arranged for^ to-night, which 
means this afternoon Victoria time. It is unlikely, 
however, that the enemy, with his home front in 
an extremely dangerous state and bis armies re- 
tnatiug in growing cuufusiuu. will resist the terms 
imposed by the Allies, and it is proljahle that with¬ 
in a day or two at the mo.sf*an armistice will be 
concluded. But cheering though these develop¬ 
ments are they must not be allowrd th impair the 
aoeeess of the Victoir I-oan. 

It may take aiMiths for the pcsea eon- 
fereuce-Ato be ghthej^ed together and to ar¬ 
rive at a treaty which will be signed by 
all parties. In that interval there must be no re¬ 
laxation of our defences. Our armies must remain 
on the ground prepared for any leontingeney. Our 
war. effort must be continued in every respect with 
the sole and happy exception that their will be no 
blood.shed. And even if it were possible to drsw 
up a peace treaty and have it accepted immediately 
our eoiiutr}- w'ould still require that the V4ctol7 
liban be fully-subM-ribed and our *'ill have 

to be maintained until they are completely demob¬ 
ilized, a Jong, tedious and ex|ienaive operation.

According to The Colo^e 
Gazette, which certainly mutt know the facts, the 
sailors at Kiri have revolted and taken poaaession 
of two dreadnoughts after killing their captains 
and aohie of their offierra. Infantry scut to snp- 
presa the rcvolutioniata joined with them and the 
Governor of the port has acceded to their desaands. 
Dispalchea received in London by way of Copen¬ 
hagen declare that the entire Germian navy it in 
the hanila of the revolutioniata and that a great 
part of Schlewwig—suggeatively enough—ia iu re¬ 
volt. Street fighting is reported to be in progress 
in Hamburg. , 

Some of .these reports assy be exaggemteiL but 
undoubtedly there hns been a aerious revolt at Kiel. 
Undoubtedly, ton, the hearts of the Oerman lead¬ 
ers are now in their boots. Prince Max has iaaued 
a frantic appeal to the people to avoid disturb¬ 
ances bei’auae, he says, they might interfere with 
the anniatiee negotiationa—a bluff which ia not 
likely to allay the growing storm. 

The Hohenxollerns and their satellites sre 
haunted by the fate of Austria-Hungary, now 
fallen to pieces, and thr more ghastly devalopmrnts 
in Kuaaia they did so much to promote. They fear 
the recoil of the boomerang they hurled to Pe- 
tri.graii and Mnsciiw in the winter <>i lt*lb. The, 
poiwm -with which they have inoculated Russia 
and with whifb they tried to Inueulate Italy, 
h'rance, in fact, all the Allies, has been bloirn back 
to their own people. 

Germany has given many exhibitiona of mon- 
atroua. blind stupidity in the present war, aa well 
aa before it, bnt when she began to deal in revo¬ 
lutions she exeelleil herself. Her own soil, the soil 
of military despotism of many years, waa aa much 
adapted to the imwih of thia we^ aa that of 
Russia, and the soil of Auatria-Huugary waa worse. 

The home front of a military autocracy ia al¬ 
ways its weakest frooL Had Geraiany and Ana- 
tria been democracies as Prance, the British Em¬ 
pire, Italy and the United States are, a mili¬ 
tary defeat would have united .their peuplc.s.more. 
■trorigly behind their rniers and Governments. It 
would have been unnecessary to dopr the people 
with liM apd bribes, thereby creating such a state 
of mind that when the dope gave out they were 
plunged into disunion and despair. 

Germany’s set-back up to last month was no 
worse than the set-backs of the British, French and 
Italian armies this year and last fall, yet as soon 
aa it oeenrred ahe and Aostria at oaee began to 
whine for peace, while, on the other hand, the re¬ 
verses of their foes only steeled their ^peoplea ^ 
greater efforts and lacrifleca. 

Forty years of thoroilgfa saturation with the 
devilish doctrine of Pruasionum debouched the 
mind of Germany and deprived her ^Aer WbI. U. 
robbed her people of moral oourage aneh aa has in¬ 
spired the Allies to fight the hardest when the situ¬ 
ation seemed ilarkest. Germany weeks penes now, 
net boeauae ahe is eonarious of wrrong-doing or be- 
eauae her 'ebnerienee ia troubling her, bnt because 
ahe fears the consequenoee of defeat—her rulers 
because they fear revolution; her people boeauae 
they fear their eoantry: will be overrun as Belpum, 
France. Rerbia, Montenegro, Roumania and Poland 
were everrun, achievements which were celebrated 
as enthuaisaUcnIly by the great German eeatres, 
according to Dr. MiSitbn, formerly a Krupp di¬ 
rector, aa were the sinking of the Lnaitania and the 
mnrder of little children in 'London.

• An armistice is purely a military proklciu and 
therefore its processes iu (kis esse sre eompsra- 
tivcly simple. The enemy is infurmed of the con¬ 
ditions upon which he ean obtain s cessation of 
Kostilitirs and must erthrr accept them outright or 
leave them.. As in the esse''of Bulgaria, Turkey 
snd Austria-Hungary they will deal with military 
gusrmntecs only, and these siill be so sweeping as 
lo ensure the early termination of fighting. 

But the settlement of tfie terms of peace is an 
inllnitely bigger problem. These must ensure a new 
world foundation muiA provide eivilisatioa 

with a new bottom. They wiD involve the creation 
of new nations, thr demsreation of new boundary 
lines on the tissia of justice Vid righL 

A little over a century ago the Allies, victorious 
ever Napoleon, met in Oongress at Vienna. There, 
instead of giving eivilixation a new foundation, 
Ifiey pateb^ up the old one; instrad of rebnilding 
the world on a sonnd basis they began to re-cstah- 
■ah it on an unsound one. ’They.^snnihilated Po¬ 
land and carved up the rest of Europe very much 
as Napoleon carved it np, and thus sowed the seeds 
af other warm. 

It ia with the Congreae of Vienna in their minds 
tkat tbe representatives of the Allies will enter 
the peace room aoaie time hence. There are differ- 
eneca between \ them, although of course they are 
ananimoue~ on the armistiee terms. ’These differ- 
will be adjusted. A vi^ reqmasibility 
affeeti^ the whole fiihure "^ree* of elrUiimtioB 
wiU rest upon theiL What they will do wUl de-

EMPLOYMENT OF MEN IN DEFAULT 
UNDER THE MILITARY 
SERVICE ACT. 

The following Regulations, recently approved by 
Uie Governor General in Council, impose strict 
obligations upon every employer TO ASSURE HIM¬ 
SELF THAT BACH OF HIS EMPLOYEES OF 
MILITARY AGE AND DESCRIPTION IS IN 
POSSESSION OF DOCUMENTS PROVING 
THAT HE IS NOT IN ANY WAY IN DEFAULT 
UNDER THE MILITARY SERVICE ACT. 

An employer who is chsuged with having a 
defaulter in his employ must be able to prove 
THAT THE MILITARY SERVICE PAPERS 
ISSUED BY THE REGISTRAR OR MILITARY 
AUTHORITIES TO THE EMPLOYEE IN'QUES¬ 
TION WERE PRODUCED FOR HIS INSPEC¬ 
TION at the time when the employee was taken into 
his employment, and that it was reasonably estab¬ 
lished to his satisfaction that the man was not in 
default under the Military Service Act. It should be 
dearly imderstood that the Canadian Registration 
Certificates given on June 22. 1918, at the time of 
^general registratirm, in no way define the status of a 
man under the Military Service Act-
